The shooting was done in the middle 
of the night and was witnessed by no 
one, so that no light could be thrown on 
the tragedy other than what Lagerretto 
was willing to teli, In short there was 
nothing to disprove the detendant’s 
story that-he fired in self defence, after 
he had been attacked by Barbuto. La- 
gerretto is a young Italian who came to 
work as a laborer on the new Danvers & 
Middleton street railway. After the 
shooting he fled from Andover to an 
Italian camp on Cape Cod where he was 
captured by State Officer Hammond. 
For a few days he was greatly cast down 
and refused to eat, but ‘he soon bright- 
ened up and while he was at Lawrence 
jail made a favorable impression.

SENATE ENACTED SUNDAY LAW. 


BOSTON, May 22—The senate enact- 
ed the Sunday candy and ice cream bill 
yesterday, after amending it according 
to the governor’s desire, by striking 
out newsdealers from the list of those 
privileged to sell. It was sent to the 
house for concurrence, but the hour 
was too late. It comes up today. 

The debate preceding the vote was 
interesting inasmuch as there seemed 
to be a general desire on the part of 
the. senators to make it plain that it 
was at the governor’s request. Berry 
vof’ Dorchester went so far as to say 
that he was acting simply as a mes- 
senger to and from the governor, and 
he therefore declined to vote on the 
amendments. 

It ‘was also interesting because 14 
senators, and only one more was need- 
ed to tie the vote, went on record as 
ready to refuse even the governor’s de- 
mand for amendment. 

This vote came when Sullivan moved 
to amend so newsdealers who keep 
open all the week could sell.

Whereas, the constantly improving 
means of communication bring Ando- 
ver within easy reach of many and va- 
ried communities wherein the students 
can find all desired opportunities for 
Christian work and for the study of 
social conditions, and 

Whereas, the seminary has accumu- 
lated a library which in all that per- 
tains to theological study is unexcelled, 
and 

Whereas, the buildings have been 
made more comfortable by a large out- 
lay during the past year, and 

Whereas two instructors now in their 
first year of service have had no ade- 
quate opportunity for deveroping what- 
ever plans they may have for quicken- 
ing the life of the seminary. 

Resolved, that we, as almuni of An- 
dover Theological Seminary, request 
the trustees to increase and strengthen 
the teaching force as far as the funds 
will allow, and to endeavor by all pos- 
sible means to restore the seminary 
to its former prosperity and leadership 
without removing it from its time- 
honored site. 

Resolved, that we pledge to the insti- 
tution our unfaltering love and allegi- 
ance, and that we especially tender to 
those now occupying its chairs of in- 
struction the assurance of our hearty 
esteem and confidence. 

‘Resolved, that we call. upon all 
friends of Andover and of congrega- 
tionalism to co-operate in securing for 
the seminary such gifts of money and 
such commendation and good will as 
shall enable it to finish the first cen- 
tury of its existence’ with prospects of 
continuance and growth commensurate 
with the glories of its past.

‘Abbot Academy Notes. 


Through an inadvertence, the third 
and last lecture for the year, on thé Al- 
umnae Auxiliary fund, was not reported 
in last week’s Townsman. On Saturday 
afternoon, May~10, Prof; Angelo Heil- 
prin, President of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Science, gave a most inter- 
esting lecture on “The Problems of the 
Two Poles.” ; 

Prof. Heilprin reviewed cléarly the ob- 
jects and results of polar expeditions 
hitherto, and showed as clearly that 
there will continue to be such expedi- 
tions while there remain polar problems 
still unsolved. In his opinion such re- 
search is to be commended; many of the 
perils of early explorations can easily bé 
javoided, and the aims are as practical 
and as productive of good as are the del- 
vings into the past for historical or other 
data. The lantern projections serving 
to illustrate the theme were beautiful. 

At five o’clock, Prof. Heilprin kindly 
told those who chose to hear him, his 
theory or explanation of the dreadful 
volcanic disturbances in the Caribbean 
Sea, drawing, by way of illustration, 
from his own experience in the Crater 
of Vesuvius during the eruption of 
1885. 


Last Saturday afternoon, May 17, 
one of our trustees, Mr..John Alden, 
gave us a practical and entertaining lec- 
ture on “Milk,” his illustrations being 
not lantern projections, but milk, in 
powder form, condensed milk, cheeses of 
various sorts, artificial egg—a powder 
manufactured from caseine. Indeed, 
the wonders wrought with this one in- 
gredient, or element of milk seem mar- 
velous, and far-reaching in economic 
value. Such an exposition of the work 
of chemists and the scope of chemistry 
in our everyday life is most stimulating 
and enlightening.

guilty of murder in the first degree 


for killing George F. Bailey at Saugus. 


were argued before Chief. Justice 
Holmes and Judges Knowlton, Morton, 
Lathrop and Loring in the. supreme 
court yesterday. 

The trial judges found that the juror 
although perhaps of defective hearing 
heard substantially all the evidence at 
the trial and that they were not 
enough affected by the evidence sub- 
sequently submitted to Dr, Haddock, 
an expert on deafness on a motion to 
reopen the hearing ‘that ,day, worth 
while to open the hearing to put in 
his testimony. The prisoner's counsel 
contended that there was ample evi- 
dence to show that the juror was deaf 
and disqualified from serving and that 
the trial judges in exercise ofia sound 
discretion should have’ granted the 
motion. The commonwealth claims 
that no exception lies to the refusal 
to grant the motion for a new trial 
and that the finding of the trial judges 
that,-altheugh—perhaps alittle defect- 
ive in hearing, the juror heard sub- 
stantially all the evidence and that the 
defendant has. suffered no injury 
by reason of the juror’s service was a 
question of fact and final. The court 
reserved its decison.
